COMMUTES LIFE TERM 


W. O. Henry to Be Free After 


23 Years—Ooodman De- 


nied Clemency. 


William G Henry, 48. who has 
served 20 years in the penitentiary 
for murder, won commutation of 
his life sentence Saturday and will 
be released May 1, 1930. The State 
pardon board cut his term to 33 
years and allowed him a further 
reduction for good behavior. 
Another slayer, Glenn H Good- 
man, 37, serving a ten year man- 
slaughter sentence for killing Joe 
G if ford of Omaha in a drunken 
brawl the night of Dec. 31, 1930, 
was denied clemency. Goodman 
came to the prison in 1932, a year 
after he escaped from the Douglas 
county jail by sawing the bars of 
his cell. 
The board cancelled a $100 fine 
levied on Dean Hall at Tecumseh 
Oct. 8 for issuing a $50 no-fund 
check when it learned Hall was 
kept in jail from July 3 to Oct ( 
before being sentenced and hat 
made good the check. Hall was 
given a respite from jail Oct. I 
pending the pardon board hearing 
Third Time Before Board. 
Henry, one of the oldest prison- 
ers here in point of years served, 
got clemency upon his third ap- 
pearance before the board. 
He 
was convicted of killing John Witt, 
farmer near Scribner, in a drunken 
fight July 9, 1916. Fifteen years 
ago Henry tried to get out of 
prison on the claim he was dying 
of heart trouble but waa rejected 
Louis and Tage Jensen, who 
have served one year and seven 
days for robbery, were granted 
commutations, and now face de- 
portation to Denmark, their native 
land. It is understood that the 
pardon board will confer with im- 
migration authorities in an attempt 
to arrange that the two aliens be 
allowed to stay in this country 
and take out citizenship papers. 
The commutations were granted 
with the provision that the Jensens 
be held on parole for six months 
if not deported

TO STIMULATE SAVING 


L E. Pennewell Says Insur- 


ance Salesman to Bene- 


fit by More Sales 


The social security act will help 
rather than hinder the insurance 
salesmen in the opinion of L E 
Pennewell, agency director of the 
Columbus Mutual Life Insurance 
company 
at 
Minneapolis, who 
spoke at the afternoon session of 
the Nebraska Life Underwriters 
sales congress Friday at the Lin- 
coln hotel. "It is the consensus 
uhat whatever comes of the social 
security act, it will stimulate the 
individual to buy more insurance," 
he said. 
Mr. Pennewell told how the $10,- 
000 minimum insurance required 
&y the government of soldiers dur- 
ing the World war had raised the 
average man's ideas of what was 
adequate coverage. He explained 
that the security plan would not 
provide enough insurance in itself 
but might have an effect similar 
to the wartime move by stimulat- 
ing thought of annuities and caus- 
ing their purchase as a supplement 
to federal payments, "It empha- 
sizes the need of a better system 
of saving, previously furnished 
only thru insurance," the speaker 
added 
Confining his talk mostly to the 
insurance 
salesman's problems 
Pennewell laid down seven rulPS or 
"steps" which he said must be 
followed to succeed in the insur- 
ance or any other business

There is no better natural source 
of vitamin C than fresh or factory 
(vacuum) canned tomato or to- 
mato juice, which contains 14 to 15 
units in each ounce, and two or 
three ounces a day provides an 
optimal ration of vitamin C.

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this money into channels where it 
will be spent. 
The greater share of the money 
will be diverted, as far as possible, 
to the government and the wage 
earner. 
The investor will get 
some of it, but he will not hold on 
to it long. It is assumed that the 
investor takes his dividends and 
reinvests them, and, therefore, he? 
is not a spender, but an accumu- 
lator of money. The government 
will get a substantial portion of 
his dividends by heavy taxation 
on unearned income (no increases 
are contemplated for the present, 
but the present tax law will get a 
lot for the government). 
Corporations and business will 


fare better, they say, because they 
will profit from increased business 
due to the increased purchasing 
power of the wage earner and 
spending by the government. The 
wage earner will spend his wage, 
increase or his bonus immediately, 
it is expected, and will not invest 
it or save it or deposit it in banks. 
The government will take its 
share (expected by some authori- 
ties to reach the colossal total of 
7 billion dollars next year) and 
distribute a portion of it in the

way it has been doing, that is to 
A 
nonwage earners, for public build- 
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ing, for soil conservation, farmers, 
etc.That is the Roosevelt working 
theory, reduced to terms which 
are probably too simple to be 
officially approved, but which are 
basically accurate. 
Note—The recent wave of dis- 


tribution of earnings by 
large 
business concerns to employes and 
stockholders is an example of part 
of the theory. The new tax bill 
made the distribution advisable, 
but the movement was under- 
taken by business men on their 
own initiative. This success, of 
course, does not mean that the in- 
efficiencies and inequities of the 
tax law will not have to be re- 
vised at the coming session. 
This analysis docs not concern 
the question of whether the theory 
is good, bad or indifferent, but 
only that it is. The only cer- 
tainty of its future application is 
rooted in the fact that the best of 
Roosevelt reorganizes consider it 
as absolutely necessary to pre- 
serve the capitalistic system. It is 
inevitable not only for economic 
reasons, but social and political 
reasons as well. 
Results to be expected from it, 


of course, are higher prices, more 
active business and probably a 
boom, altho the Roosevelt reor- 
ganizers have many brakes they 
intend to apply against the latter 
consequence. The government con- 
trols the fields of credit to such an 
extent that it has reason to hope 
that it will be able to keep prices 
from getting out of hand.
